RAIN WAS POURING DOWN, 
BUT PEOPLE DIDN'T CARE 


They Braved the Weather To Hear 
the Nebraskan Expound Demo- 
cratic Doctrine—Demonstra- 
tion at Baltimore 
Was Great. 


Baltimore, October 23.—William J. Bry- 
an, the democratic presidential candidate, 
devoted the entire day to speech-making 
in Maryland, speaking in succession at 
Rockville, Frederick, «ruceville, Union 
Bridge, New Windsor, Westminster, 
Glyndon and in this city this evening. 
The Rockville meeting was the only one 
of the day that was not marred by rain. 
On account of the downpour most of the 
meetings were cut short, but the crowds 
in each case remained until Mr. Bryan 
had concluded his remarks. 

W. J. Bryan spent an hour and a half 
at the national capital today before leav- 
ing for Maryland. His train arrived over 
the Chesapeake and Ohio 
West Virginia at 7:55 o'clock this morn- 
ing, an hour late. About 1,000 people were 
waiting him at the depot. 

Mr. Bryan was taken to the residence 
of Judge Springer, the capitol, 
where Mr. Bryan had breakfast. <A few 
minutes before 9 o'clock Mr. Bryan was 
driven to the Baltimore and Ohio depot, 
where he made a brief speech. He spoke 
on imperialism and civil service. About 
five thousand people were massed around 
the depot. Mr. Bryan said: ° 

“Occasionally I hear it suggested that 
persons engaged in the civil service who

“IT am not much of an admirer of that 
civil service which is suspended when a 
president is inaugurated until he can fill 
the offices with his friends, and is ex- 
tended by the president when he is about 
to retire, in order that he may protect 
his friends.in office. I believe that a sys- 
tem of civil service might be devised 
wherein appointments would be made 
upon merit and wherein the appointees 
would hold for - fixeu term and not be 
dependent upow the will of an appointing 
officer. The industrial despotism now in- 
augurated by the republican party is 
closing the door of opportunity against 
the young men and driving many to seek 
government employment who, under bet- 
ter conditions, would be employed in pro- 
ductive industries.’’ 


Mr. Bryan closed with the state- 
ment that it was not his highest am- 
bition to be president, ‘‘but to make 
this government so good that to be 
a private citizen in this republic will 
be a greater HONOR THAN TO BE 
A KING IN ANY OTHER NA- 
TION.” 


Before reaching Washington the train 
on which Mr. Bryan came in made a 
brief stop at Alexandria, Va. The state- 
ment had been made in advance that Mr. 
Bryan would make a brief speech in that 
town.and a large number of people had 
congregated at the railroad yards to greet 
him. They received him with vociferous 
cheers, but no time was given for a 
speech. Mr. Bryan only had time to say 
that he felt complimented to -have so 
many people come out to greet him so 
early in the morning. He felt, he said, 
sure of Virginia’s support, and, from 
what he had seen of other states recent- 
ly, he felt justified in asserting that Vir- 
ginia would have plenty of company on 
election day. 

The only other stop made in Virginia 
after daylight was at Manassas. That 
point was reached at a very early hour. 
The stop was only for a moment and 
Mr. Bryan did not appear. Nevertheless 
there was & crowd at the station. 

Mr. Bryan's first stop in Maryland was 
at Rockville, where he addressed a large 
crowd and was roundly applauded. 

Mr. Bryan said: 

‘‘You will hear people say that I, 
if elected, will not inforce the law. 
That is not the danger. They know 
that if I am elected I will put the 
same kind of striped clothes on a big 
thief that are put on a little one.”’ 


He had arrived at Frederick an hour 
later than the time set for the beginning 
of his meeting. He came in on a special 


street bridge. When the bridge was 
reached the driver was again ordered to 
stop. The purpose son developed. When 
the triple attack upon the unconscious 
and perhaps dead girl was made, a por- 
tion of her clothing was torn off.

McdAlis- 
ter caught the girl by the feet and drag- 
eed them out. One of the men lifted the 
shouldrs and as th hips passed the sill 
McAlister dropped the feet and the men 
held the body upright for a moment and 
lét go. The girl's body fell backwara, 
the head striking the rock, which crushed 
the skull. ‘These circumstances, which 
threw the Bergen county authorities off 
the scent, was not foreseen by the men 
disposing of the body. The hackman re 
cleved ten dollars for his night’s work.

“When a party seeks nothing but jus- 
tice and promises nothing but equal 
rights, you can appeal to all people 
everywhere who are seeking to make 
government a ‘blessing to all and not 
merely an advantage to the few. Par- 
tiality in government, favoritism in gov- 
ernment, these have been curses of gov- 
ernment in the past, and today the great- 
est fault that can be found with this or 
any other government is that instead of 
being administered as a government of 
the people, for the people and by the 
people, it is administered in ¢he interest 
of a few who grow rich by using the in- 
strumentalities of government against the 
great majority. 

“*T charge against the republican party 
today that in all its policies it is ignoring 
the producer of wealth and disregarding 
the rights of the plain people in its effort 
to give some a great opportunity to ex- 
ploit the rest.’’ 

During his speech some one in the 
crowd, evidently not well informed, ask- 
ed him why he had signed the Paris peace 
treity. 

“| did not sign it,”’ repiied Mr. Bryan. 
“Il was not president, and there would 
have been no such treaty signed if 1 had 
been president,”’ 

He then took occasion to explain his 
participation in the matter of ratification 
of the treaty, and said he had no apolo- 
to make for it. Continuing his ad- 
gress, Mr. Bryan said:

At New Windsor Mr. Bryan. contented 
himself with making suggestions regard- 
ing the various issues of the campaign. 

A stop of three-quarters of an hour had 
been arranged for Westminster, but the 
rain cut it short, and Mr. Bryan talked 
for only a few minutes. Referring to the 
crowd, which was large, and the weather, 
he said: 

“ine presence of so many people 
der such circumstances is evidence 
you do not need to be talked to. A Tre- 
publican who will stand out in the rain 
to hear a democratic speech is so near 
over that he will come over anyhow be- 
fore election.’’ 

In his brief speech at Glyndon, Mr. Bry- 
an adjured his hearers to bear in mind 
the responsivuity of the voter at the 
coming election. It was always 
tant, he said, that men should 
the importance of a proper use of the 
franchise, but it was especially so at this 
time; for if the policies of cne republican 
party should prevail in this country, in 
what other country could the people who 
believed in the American doctrine of lib- 
erty, expected to make their fight? 
For the first time in our history the peo- 
ple of the United States were to be asked 
to turn their backs upon these cherished 
beliefs and return to the ola imperialistic 
theory of government.

He said that he had no doubt that if 
the questions which were involved in this 
campaign could be submitted to the péo- 
ple upon @ ballot of yes or no, 9 per cent 
could oppose the republican theory, but 
he was not sanguine that so large a ma- 
jority could be secured in the apprdach- 
ing election, where the vote would be in- 
direct.

On 
our statute books there is a law 
against the organization of the trust. 
or the monopoly to control the pro- 
duct or the price of any article of 
merchandise, and the penalty is fine 
or imprisonment; but if a man steals 
a horse they hunt him with blood 
hounds; if he organize a trust they 
give him a banquet.” 

Mr. Bryan then took up the question of 
prosperity, denying that the laboring man 
was having his share of it. 

The republican party, he said, has 
amended another commandment and saya: 
“Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor's lan4 
unless it is valuable.”’ 

This, he asserted, had served as an 
excuse for the seizure of the Philippines. 

The remainder of Mr. Bryan’s address 
was devoted to a discussion of imperial- 
ism and of the course of the administra- 
tion toward the people of Porto Rico.

Rough Rider til His Buz Saw 
as He Journeys Up State 


TAUNTED ABOUT TRUSTS, 
HE FLIES INTO A PASSION 


His Speeches Made Up of Abuse of 
Bryan, Whom He Likens to 
Aguimaldo - Cheers for 
Democratic Leader En- 
rage Teddy. 


Norwich, N. Y., October 23.—Governor 
Roosevelt finished the second day of his 
New York state campaign in Norwich to- 
night, speaking to a large audience. He 
traveled today 59 miles and made four- 
teen speeches, yet he finished his day's 
work in splendid shape, his voice at the 
night meetings being very clear. The en- 
tire trip today was an ovation, the crowds 
in comparison to the population of the 
places being especially large. The three 
places stopped at today were 
Stamford, where he spoke in a hall; One- 
onta, where he addressed a large out-of-' 
door meeting, and at Bloomville, where 
he said: 

“IT want to call your attention to a little 
incident that occurred last -night in New 
York. I think you can sometimes know 
a man by the company he keeps. You 
can sometimes tell something about a 
candidate by the people who are his most 
active supporters. There was a Bryan 
meeting last night in New York, in Coop- 
er Union, I think. At that meeting the 
morning papers report that the two peo- 
ple who were most enthusiastically cheer- 
ed were Aguinaldo, of the Philippines, 
and Altgeld, of Illinois. I think it was 
entirely proper to cheer one if you cheer 
the other. It was entirely proper to cheer 
the man who pardoned the anarchists in 
this country and the man who has been

striking at our soldiers on the other side | 


of the earth. Now, think of a party that 
relies upon that kind of support, symbol- 
ized by the men who cheered Altgeld and 
Aguinaldo.”’ 

A short stop was made at Roxbury, 
and Governor Roosevelt had been anger- 
ed by a man in the crowd yelling, ‘‘Hur- 


' rah for Bryan.”’ 


“Hurrah for Bryan,” said the governor, 
“why do you hurrah for Bryan? When 
any man says ‘Hurrah for Bryan’ I al- 
ways feel like asking why.’”’ 

A voice: ‘“‘They can’t answer.”’ 

‘That’s it, because Mr. Bryan has an- 
nounced Mr. Croker is the prophet of 
Tammany Hall and the state, is why they 
hurrah for Bryan, Again, why hurrah 
fer Bryan? Why, for the 48-cent dollar, 
for the prospect of cutting into the na- 
tion’s debt by the simple process of cut- 
ting in two the nation’s honor.

“The ice trusts?’ queried the governor. 

“There are other trusts; that is the 
only one you know in Oyster bay’’ came 
back, but the governor, evidently not 
hearing it, continued: 

“That’s an unfortunate remark for a 
democrat to make in this campaign, my 
friend,’’ and the crowd applauded. 

The governor further said: 

“Now I have just peen down through 
Kentucky. Everywhere I went I was in- 
troduced on the platform by gold demo- 
crats, once by a silver democrat and three 
times by ex-confederate generals. 
Wherever I have been I have found demo- 
crats supporting us precisely as republi- 
cans support us, because they feel that 
this is not a mere party contest. Such 
democrats ag the union generals, Brage, 
of Wisconsin; Sickels 4nd Franz Sigel, of 
New York, and ex-confederate soldiers 
like Buckner and Basil Duke.

President Mitchell Tells Them 
Operators Will Yield, 


STRIKE WILL SOON BE OVER 


Meeting of Strike Leaders To Be Held 
Today To Discuss the Situation. 
Mitchell Will Not Call Off 
Strike Unless So 

Ordered. 


Pottsville, Pa., October 23.—At the 
miners’ meeting today President Mitch- 
éll’s most important statement was as fol- 
lows. 

“T believe it will be but a few days 
longer until the operators in the Hazieton, 
Lackawanna and Wyoming valleys will 
consent to post notices agreeing to pay 
the 10 per cent increase in wagés until 
I ‘believe that if you stand to- 
gether the rest of this week, by Monday 
at the least, you can return.to work with 
everything won you struck for.” 

President Mitchell then made a plea 
that all the miners remain loyal] to the 
organization after the contest fs over, 
just as they are doing now. 

W. B. Fairley, of Alabama, and W. H. 
Mahon, of Detroit, international president 
of the Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway Employees, of America, also 
spoke. ‘ 

President Mitchell’s statement in his 
speech today that he believed the strike 
would be ended by next Monday if all 
the operators posted notices guaranteeing 
the l)per cent advance unti] April Ist was 
received with much pleasure by the mine 
workers and the mine officials. It fs he- 
lieved now that nothing will intervene to 
delay the ending of the contest, which has 
run more than five weeks. 

President Mitchell was asked on what 
he based his belief that the strike would 
end with this week, but he declined to 
say anything other than the proposition 
of the miners was so fair that he saw no 
valid reason why the operators should 
not accent. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern, the Delaware and Hudson, the Le- 
high and Wilkesbarre and the Hitlside 
companies have signified their willingness 
to pay the 10 per cent increase until April 
ist. The Forest Mining Company, whose 
men have been on strike since January, 
has also acceded to the demands. 

President Mitchell declined to say what 
course would be pursued if one or more 
companies refused to\guarantee the pay- 
ment of the increase until April Ist.

Paris 
Treaty, but Can’t Get It. 


Chicago, October 23.—Sentaor Jones, 
chairman of the democratic national com- 
mittee, made the following statement to- 
day: 

‘The instructions given to the commis- 
sioners on the part of the United States 
to negotiate the treaty with Spain in 
Paris, in 1898, have never, so far as I 
know, been made public. 

“when the treaty was before the senate 
for ratification there was a great demand 
that these instructions should be made 
public. So great was the desire for in- 
formation that many newspapers pub- 
lished. what was claimed to be inside in- 
formation about what these insturctions 
contained. But for some reason, and, 
doubtless, not an unimportant one, this 
desire was not gratified. 

“The president, in his letter of accep- 
tance, quoted a part of these, as I uffder- 
stand, secret instructions. I addressed 
him a note on October 5th, calling his at- 
tention to this fact, and requested that 
inasmuch as the part of the instructions 
which he considered favorable to the po- 
sition of his political party was so used 
by him, the remainder should be made 
public. 

“Conceiving it impossible that the pres- 
idfht of the United States would use part 
of a secret document for the advancemnt 
of his personal fortunes and the interests 
of his own politica: party and at the same 
time refuse to the public the remainder 
of this document, I expected to have a 
prompt answer from the president. I 
have now waited for more than two 
weeks, and have not had the honor of an 
acknowledgment even of the receipt: of 
my note.”

“| believe that these human ills, being 
part of the penalty that we suffer for 
sin, are involved in the atonement made 
Christ, so that Mm a literal sense He 
bore our infirmities, and with His stripes 
we are healed; but, just as in the case of 
justification, we get the benefit in 
cordance with our faith; and so, when 
we come to God confessing our sin and 
believing His promise, that we may ex- 
pect to be healed; that, just as in the 
case of the heaiing of soul-sickness God 
repudiates the assistance of human works, 
so in the healing of the body He will noi 
divide His honor with human medicines 
and devices. 

“I believe that when Satan causes our 
sickness God is ever ready to frustrate 
Satan if we put ourselves in the right 
attitude toward Him; that when we are 
sick by reason of ignorant violation cf 
the laws of health God will pity us if 
we come to Him {fn faith, and will heal 
us; that the Lord Jesus Christ ‘s as pow- 
erful and compassionate now as He was 
when He lived on earth, and will reach 
forth the helping hand if we cry to Him 
in faith; and that the fact that God over- 
rules sickness for the cultivation of, vari- 
ous Christian graces does not imply that 
He has efficiently of@ained it for this pur- 
pose, any more than that He so ordains 
a crime which He may so overrule. 

“T believe that,’ if God permits or ocf- 
fects a case of sickness for chastisement, 
we have no right to try to frustrate His 
chastisement by the use of medicine, but 
should repent, and, trusting His mercy, 
draw near to Him in fafth and submis- 
Sion; that, if it be for trial. the way to 
meet the trial is not by resorting to the 
most skilful physician and approved med- 
icines, but 'to God Himself, who is right- 
eously jealous of His honor, and will not 
divide it with men. 

“T believe that advancement in science 
and discovery, in the knowledge of ma- 
teria medica, and in therapeutical and 
surgical skill is at once part of God's 
benevolent providence toward the evil and 
unthdankful and faithless. and also part 
of a godless, humanly self-sufficient, ma- 
terial civilization; that whereas Christ did 
not use means for healing. we are not re- 
quired to use them, and that inasmuch as 
He could do no miracles where there was 
no faith, neither can we, and now, as then, 
the faith makes the standard according 
to which anything ts done. 

“T believe that there is scripture war- 
rant for these positions (at least for the 
fundamental positions, while the others 
are logically deducible) and that they do 
not affect our getting sick, our eating 
and drinking proper nourishment and us- 
ing proper precautions to sustain life and 
preserve health, and our dying in the 
Lord's good time and own way, because 
there is no scripture warrant for the nega- 
tive of these: and, further, I deny that 
they subject God to every human caprice. 

“IT believe in the reliability of human 
testimony in the cage of present day mir- 
acles as much as in the apostolic age— 
making allowance, of course, for the fac- 
tor of inspiration in the latter case, and 
I deprecate the rejection of this testimony 
—as serving to sustain Hume’s position 
ard to destroy the position of the churcn 
as to the witness of the gospels; and I 
believe that the counter position. so widely 
prevalent in the church, is lending its aid 
to the triumph of rationalism and anti- 
supernaturalistic scepticism. 

“T believe that teaching is the test of 
the miracle, rather than the miracle of 
the teaching: that Satan is to work mira- 
cles, and is now working them, and on 
the church's position as to the function 
of miracles will deceive all but the very 
elect, and will eause them much trouble; 
and that we have a right to employ 
eract these Satanic mira-

Final Fight for Soldiers’ Home. 

A final fight will be made for the sol- 
diers’ home and a measure providing for 
the maintenance of the institution will 
be introduced either today or tomorrow 
by Senator W. T. Smith, of Gwinnett. 
As the bill will call for an appropriation, 
it will originate in the house, and then 
be introduced likewise in thé senate. 

The plan proposed by Senator Smith, 
who has for «a number of years earnest- 
ly advocated the acceptance of the sol- 
home by the state, is ‘that the 
building as it stands near this city shall 
be taken in charge by a board o% trustees 
to be appointed by the governor and that 
it shall be operated in the interest of 
worthy confederate veterans for a term 
‘Che measure calls for 
an appropriation of $12,000 or $15,000 to be 
used for the maintenance of the: home 
At the end of twenty 
years the building and the real estate 
on which it is erected is to be turned over 


| to the state in fee simple. 


The soldiers’ home, it will be remem- 
bered, cost $42,000 and the money with 
which it was erected was raised by pop- 
ular subscription. The property has al- 
ready more than doubled in value and Sen- 
ator Smith believes that the business 
proposition for the state contained in 
the measure will appeal to those who 
are not moved by patriotic sentiment. 

“The state has nothing to lose,’’ said 
Senator Smith yesterday, ‘“‘by accepting 
the home. The bill I will introduce pro- 
poses to put the management in the 
hands of trustees, one from each con- 
gressional district, who will have active 
charge of the institution and decide who 
are fit subjects for the charity of the 
state and who are not.’ 

The senator from the thirty-fourth. will 
give his best efforts to the success of the 
measure and believes that there is a 
strong chance of its passage. 


The special commission appointed by 


the last legislature to investigate the con- 
dition of the state’s terminal proprety 
in Atlanta and negotiate with the rail- 
roads for the construction of a new pas- 
senger station will meet today in Govern- 
or Candler’s office for the purpose of pre- 
paring its report to the general assem- 
blv. On this commission are two. mem- 
bers who are not in the present legisla- 
ture—Senator West, of Valdosta, and Mor- 
ris Brandon, of Fulton. 

The report of the commission to be 
drawn up today will contain the agree- 
ment which has practically been entered 
into which the roads calling for a pas- 
senger station to be erected by the state 
and to be leased to the roads for a term 
of nineteen years, the roads agreeing to 
pay 6 per cent en the cost of the station 
in rent, 

The commission will 
this agreement the state will in 
reality lose nothing, for at the 
end 1915 the depot will have 
paid for itself while the terminal prop- 
erty will have increased In value as a 
result of the expenditure. This 
report will be accompanied by the spe- 
cial message of Governor Candler recom- 
mending the construction of the station. 
Governor Candler is a member of the 
special commission, and will attend the 
meeting to be held today. 

To what extent the report will go, will 
not be known until it reaches the gen- 
eral assembly and it may not be referred 
to that body for its consideration before 
the first of next week. No reference will 
be made in the report to the expense 
the state is to go to {in building the sta- 
tion. The amount to be paid and the 
course from which the money is to come 
will properly ‘be left to the legislature to 
determine. 

Representative T. W. Hardwick, of 
Washington, does not wish to be classed 
among the opponents of the proposition.

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The Governor’s Message. 

The third annua’ message of Gov- 
ernor Allen D. Candler, which has been 
printed for the general assembly, 
which meets today, is remarkable for 
lucid presentation of 
matters of public interest to the state. 

By far the most important subject 
handled by the governor is that of our 
public school system. which is now as 
unsatisfactory in its operation to those 
who are employed to carry it on as to 
those who have its general execution 
in hand. Georgia is one of the very few 
states in the union in which the entire. 
burden of supporting public schools is 
thrown upon the state, and in which 
local effort plays no part whatever. 
Complaints are frequently made that 
“the state” does not appropriate money 
sufficient to establish a public school 
System when, as a matter of fact, no 
State in the union considers it a duty 
to undertake any such task. Thus the 
State of Georgia has been harassed by 


‘ ealls which are unknown even in Mas- | 


sachusetts, where the public school en- 
joys its greatest development. All that 
that state does is to pay for the super- 
visory work. leaving to the rivalry and 
pride of each community the place 
which it would occupy in the common- 


wealth. Thus, the only counties in | 


structure became a fact, but obstruc- 
tion intervened. Now, dfter many 
years, the time is ripe again to carry 
out the great duty of helping those 
who are both friendless and homeless. 
The state has provided pensions for 
those who can care for themselves at 
home, but for those without homes 
there is no retreat. The Constitution 
has stood by this work from the first. 
and would hail the completion of its 
purpose to house the homeless heroes 
with pleasure. 

There are many other subjects upon 
which the governor touches with in- 
terest. The people have been prosper- 
ous in their labor; good order and law 
have gradually displaced certain symp- 
toms of self-execution; the receipts of 
the state treasury have been satisfac- 
tory; there is a special fund of $432,- 
750.43 in the treasury which cannot be 
used until 1915; the military service of 
the state has been vastly improved; 
the increased maintenance of our pub- 
lic institutions, among which ts the 
state university, is recommended; and 
many other matters of detail are al- 
luded to. which a reference to the doc- 
ument itself will fully explain. 

In reference to the ballot, the gov- 
ernor favors a constitutional amend- 
ment which would create a restrictive 
qualification. While the white primary 
has helped the state out of embarrass- 
ing situations, yet the final poll is at all 
times open to qualified ignorance, 
which is a bid for ambitious independ- 
entism, The only final safety, not re- 
lying upon the good will of either par- 
ties or of individuals, is in fixing the 
franchise itself so that the welfare of 
the state may never be in-danger from 
it. This amendment should be wide 
enough so as to include virtue and 
thrift, and to exclude vice and shiftless- 
ness. There is as much danger to be 
anticipated from the shiftless man as 
from the vicious one, while the man, 
with no matter how small an accumula- 
tion, either of brain or of brawn, is 
under bond for good behavior. 

The recommendation In regard to 

prison discipline is both timely and 
wise. In a multiplicity of masters and 
of laws, there can be no sufficient re- 
sponsibilty. Under the divided system 
which we now have there will always 
be disclosures which must bring the 
blush of shame to the cheek. Under 
one management, which the state can 
hold, there will be uniform treatment 
and rules and such a direct responsi- 
bility of officers to the law that such 
outbreaks as have heretofore been 
made public can seldom be repeated. 
There may be some jndividual inter- 
ests which may be affected in the 
change, but as it is the state. which is 
under responsibility to humanity, 
should have full power to apply cor- 
rection, 
The message makes a valuable state 
paper, and outlines work enough to 
keep the present legislature busy dur- 
ing its entire session.

The demands cre- 
ated by increased and increasing pen- 
sions are so heavy that the work of ap- 
propriation is made very difficult, but 


» tye remedy is one which the legislature 


myst find some way or other. 

'er the building up of a public schoo] 
System creditable to such a state as 
Georgia, the governor recommends a 
resort to the methods trieqd by expert- 
ence in other states—that of combined 
state and local work. He would have the 
State appropriate annually say $1,00U,- 
000 to education, to be apportioned 
among the counties as at present, made 
available, however, only by the raising 
of a county fund equal to 40 per cent 
of the amount due from the state. 
The effect of such a move as this would 
be to give life to the school system of 
every county, calling into play a local 
Tivalry which would soon fail to be 
satisfied with the mere forty per cent, 
but which would work up to the full 


‘measure of its ambition. This plan is 


heartily approved by State. School 


_. Commissioner Glenn, as well as by all 


who have given the matter thought. 
No county should be content to stand 
upon the pauper list, caring so little 
for its children as to let them go in 
ignorance unless the state steps into 
the breach. There is not a county in 
the state but would be increased 
one hundred per cent in value the 
moment it had an active, ambitious 
school board, backed by zealous par- 
ents who would be content with 
nothing but the best for their children. 
The suggestion of the -governor is 
feasible, common sense, and if adopted. 
as it should be, would lead to a revo- 
lution in the status of the great mass 
of our people. 

Following next, as a matter of both 
sentiment and duty, the governor urges 
the acceptance of the soldier’s home, 
which was built through earnest ap- 
peal 10 the people of the state. When 
the people of Georgia were called to 
help the halt and wounded and aged 
of the confederacy, the answer of the

The disappointment to Sampson. 
when he found that a battle ‘which he 
had set his heart upon winning, was 
fought and won by another, can readily 
be imagined. When, in claiming the 
victory for his fleet, he failed to name 
the brave lieutenant who had so well 
performed his task, it was most unfor- 
tunate, because it gave rise to the nat- 
ural suspicion that he intended to sink 
the actual victor to the rank of one 
of the ship captains.

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The Courts in Politics. 


The republicans claim to be the 
champions of the courts, to such an ex- 
tent that the dragging of any preroga- 
tive of the bench into politics gives 
them the “all-overs.”’ 

One of the reasons given by Har- 
vard's president why he feared the 
democratic party was that it “attacked 
the courts.”’ Yet the republican party, 
to which he belongs by inheritance. 
was built up by an attack upon the 
supreme court of the United States, 
and did not hesitate to appeal to “the 
higher law.” So much was this in evi- 
dence that its discussion took up the 
major part of President Lincoln's first 
inaugural speech, a glance at which 
might be refreshing, as preserving the 
truths of history. 

When Mr. Lincoln came into the 
presidency, there were those who 
feared his invasion of the constitution. 
“All profess to be content in the 
union,” he declared. “if all constitu- 
tional rights can be maintained.” That 
not a single plainly written constitu- 
tional guarantee had been’ touched 
Mr. Lincoln went on to prove, when he 
came to the meat of the fear enter- 
tained of his policy by saying: ’ 

“ft do not forget the position as- 
sumed by some, that constitutional 
questions are to be decided by the 
supreme court’— 

And then came the limitation of his 
regard for it when he closed: 

—‘nor do I deny that such cecisiors 
must be binding upon the par- 
ties to the suit as to the objects 
of that suit.”’ 

Thus limited in the observance which 
he would impose upon the decree of the 
court from the individuals to the suit 
only, Mr. Lincoln went on to mark out 
the influence which 
should have in general and said: 

“While they are also entitled to very 
high respect and consideration in all 
parallel cases by all other depart- 
ments of the government... at the 

same time... if the policy of the 

government upon vital ques- 
tions affecting the whole peo- 
ple is to be irrevocably fixed by 
decisions of the supreme 
court... THE PEOPLE WILL 

HAVE CEASED TO BE THEIR 

OWN RULERS, HAVING TO 

THAT EXTENT PRACTICAL- 

LY RESIGNED THEIR GOvV- 
ERNMENT INTO THE HANDS 

OF THAT EMINENT TRIBU- 
NAL.” | 
Then, anticipating the charge that he 

was attacking the court, Mr. Lincoln 
concluded: 

“Nor is there in this view any as- 
sault upon the courts or upon the 
judges.”’ 

In this inaugural declaration, which 
led to war and victory, Mr. Lincoln 
declared the independence of the politi- 
cal force of the country from the judi- 
cial, placing the political as the erea- 
tive and corrective foree, and giving 
the court the limited place of sentence 
in emergent cases. The people have 
the right to take cognizance either of 
the abuse or the impolicy of court 
functions. Through an appeal to the 
ballot box they have the right to call 
for either abolition, substitution or cor- 
rection. The case under conviction 
stands, but the possibility of its repeti- 
tion may be stopped. , 

The policy of Mr. Lincoln, therefore, 
is the one which the democratic party 
has taken up. By the abuse of injunc- 
tion—whether within written law or 
not, does not matter—has grown obnox- 
ious, and through the proper operations 
of law many people desire its wide 
sweep to be curbed. The appeal to the 
ballot can never be disorderly. It is 
eminently orderly and conservative. 

There is one feature of Mr. Lincoln’s 
inaugural, however, which should em- 
bolden democrats to fight for the pres- 
ervation of the country from imperial- 
ism. The declaration that “‘the policy 
of the government upon vital ques- 
tions” cannot he restrained by court 
decisions is far-reaching. The liberty 
of the people to move through the bal- 
lot box for the creation and the fixing 
of the power of courts is one thing; but 
the assumption by a president of free- 
dom from law as laid down by the 
court is quite another. Mr. McKinley 
has already declared himself above the 
constitution of Porto Rico. Mr Kohl- 
Saat endeavors to ease his conscience 
into the support of Mr. McKinley by 
declaring that it is a question for the 
courts, and when they decide all will 


be bound. But here the danger comes: |

|One step further, and declare that 
“where vital questions affecting the 
whole people” are at stake, his course 
will not “be irrevocably fixed by de- 
cisions of the supreme court?” 

The deeper we go into this question 
the more imperative becomes the duty 
to consign republicanism to a period of 
probation, 


If anything was needed to show the 
character of republican campaign 
methods, it was furnished by Governor 
Roosevelt during the delivery of a 
speech in his own state. 

There were some interruptions of the 
speaker, such as usually mark politi- 
cal meetings, when Governor Roose- 
velt thus delivered himself: 

You are afraid to hear the truth; you 
interrupt this meeting because you are 
a hoodlum and nothing else. You repre- 
sent the disorderly class that is naturally 
‘against us. You represent those people 
who not only object to prosperity, but 
don’t get any of it because you won't 
work. Now go back to your fellow hobos 
and learn after this (more yelling.and the 
man evidently turned to depart) that you 
stand against the flag; you haven't got 
a particle of patriotism in you. I am 
glad you are going away. I think you 
learned enough hereafter not to 
monkey with the bugzzsaw. Now, gentle- 
men, in the temporary absence of the lo- 
cal police I have driven off that disturber 
of the meeting. (Applause.) 

There are several points of view from 
which such a deliverance as this 
might be discussed. It might be that 
the questioner was a blackguard, in 
which event the governor should not 
have lowered himself to his level. 
It might be, on the other hand, that 
the governor, despising the common 
people, has himself taken on the man- 
ner of the blackevard, and thus 
berates people whom he cannot drive. 

We prefer to think, however, that 
the incident illustrates a phase which 
is impersonal to both the speaker and 
his questioner, and that the contempt 
expressed applies to all who dare to 
differ from the party in power. No 
matter how an election may go in the 
United States, the defeated party will 
always be sure to represent almost 
half the people in it. These people 
are necessarily the best men of the 
communities in which they live, many 
of them the governors of states, sena- 
tors in congress, generals in the army, 
and otherwise high-minded and _ re- 
sponsible. Are these men to be de- 
nounced as “hobos,” belonging to “the 
disorderly class,” and “standing 
against the flag?” Is General Wheeler, 
who will vote for Bryan. any the less 
patriotic than Colonel Roosevelt, who 
will vote for McKinley? 

On behalf of the decent people of 
the country we must protest against 
the horse-etiquette of Celone] Roose- 
velt, which would condemn men cer- 
tainly his equals, even if no more 
should be claimed for them. No man 
in the United States has either monop- 
oly in the flag or in the courtry, but 
it is to be presumed that all are in- 
terested in the success of their gov- 
‘ernment, and that whoever is elected 
‘president will do his duty in that 
office. We believe that Mr. Bryan will 
best answer the emergencies of the 
hour, but at the same time we are not 
called upon to deny civie virtue to Mr. 
Melxinley.’ : 

It is noticeablé that Mr. Bryan, fre- 
quently and often offensively inter- 
rupted, never descends to insulting his 
interrogators, but always answers 
courteously as well as_ effectively. 
Governor Roosevelt might take a les- 
son and profit by it.

That two little girls could get lost in 
Atlanta on their way*home from school 
makes a story which has a novelty and

The little girls were Murffee and Myrtle 
Henderson, the pretty and bright young 
daughters of Harry Henderson, of the 
Piedmont Grocery company, at No. 74 
Currier street.

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|PAWNED SISTER'S GUITAR 


Why Pawnbroker Charges Waites 
with Burglary. 


A VERY PECULIAR CASE 


Waites in Cell—Says a Railroad Com- 
pany Will Pay Him 
Out. 


A pawned guitar was instrumental in 
getting J. Thomas Waites in a cell in the 
city prison yesterday afternoon about 5 
o'clock. 

The story of the guitar is somewhat 
mixed and Waites says he is totally un- 
able to explain why the pawnbroker 
wants him held on a charge of burglary. 

The guitar belongs to Waites’s sister, 
who resides on Hunnicutt, near Marietta 
Street, so the affair seems to be all in the 
family. 

The prisoner is a well-known Atlanta 
He has been away in Chat- 
tanooga until about three weeks ago, 
when he returned home. He says he 
was trying to get work and being out 
of money he took his sister’s guitar and 
soaked it for $4. 

He seems to have overlooked the for- 
mality of telling his sister about the lit- 
tle three-ball transaction in musical in- 
struments. One evening she wanted to 
play on the guitar and it couldn’t be 
found. 

The matter was reported to the city 
detectives and they ascertained that 
Waites had pawned the guitar with Ep- 
lan, a pawnbroker on Decatur street. 

The young man’s sister claimed he had 
stolem the guitar by breaking open her 
trunk or wardrobe, and under the law 
she had a right to take her stolen prop- 
erty wherever and whenever she found it. 

This was not business for Eplan, He 
was out &% and the guitar also. So the 
pawnbroker swore out the burglary war- 
rant upon which Waites was arrested. 

The prisoner made a statement to a 
reporter of The Constitution last night. 
He disclaimed any intention to steal the 
guitar from his sister, but said he mere- 
ly “took it’’.because he was short of 
cash. He did not appear to fear prose- 
cution, claiming he would be able to pay 
Eplan the amount borrowed. 

Waites, in stating his ability to raise 
the #4, told about how he would get the 
money, saying he was being paid by a 
railroad company as a witness in a pend- 
ing suit for damages. 

“You see, I can get the amount from 
the railroad which is paying my expenses 
while I am in Atlanta so I can remain 
and testify,”’ said Waites.

FINE CATTLE FOR FARMERS. 


A High Grade Blooded Stock May 
"@e Raised on the Prison 
Farm. 

The state prison commission has decid- 
ed tc begin the raising of pure blooded 
cattle on the stete’s farm at Milledge- 
ville, in order to aid the farmers of Geor- 
gia in bringing up the standard of stock. 
The innovation has been suggested by 
the department of agriculture, which has 
been engaged during the past vear in dis- 
tributing a purer breed of beef and milk 
cows over the state. The idea at present 
is for the commission to purchase two or 
three herd of cattle to be raised entirely 
cn the prison farm, and to dispose of 
them to the farmers of the state at cost 
price. In this way not only will the farm 
liself be greatly enriched, but an oppor- 
tunity will be given the cattlemen of the 
State to improve the breed of their stock. 
The suggestion is along the line of the 
Wi rk of the department of agriculture in 
trying to take the attention of the Geor- 
ga farmer more off of cotton and direct- 
ing it t» other lines of agricultural work 
in which greater profit ts to be realized.

This company, in jts offer to the fair 
association to instal] telephones at its 
own cost and for the use og the fair and 
the general public free of charge, imagin- 
ed they were doing their best to assist the 
enterprise at a Very considerable vutlay 
to themselves. Judging, however, by the 
maimer in which their offer was re- 
ceived, they were mistaken. Instead, the 
EXCLUSIVE PRIVILEGE to the grounds 
for telephone service was granted to our 
competitor, who erected TWO PAY STA- 
TIONS FOR THE GENERAL PUBLIC 
and three others for administration pur- 
poses, one in the police quarters, one in 
The Journal headquarters and one in Mr. 
Martin's office. 

We do not criticise the other members 
of the fair association, but it is not the 
first time we have had similar experience 
with the secretary of that body, and his 
uncivil, unmannerly and boorish conduct 
at last year’s exhibition ought to have led 
us to expect similar treatment now. At 
that time, after having received permis- 
sion from what wag supposed to be the 
proper authority to grant it, we, at very 
considerable expense, installed a teile- 
phone in the administration bullding. On 
finding it there the honorable secretary 
immediately ordered it removed, stating 
that if this was not immediately done 
he would throw it out of the building. It 
was only after insistance by a prominent 
member of the board of management of 
the fair that it was allowed to remain, 
under conditions, however, fixed by Mr. 
Martin, which rendered it of little service 
to the public. 

Yet this same gentleman js a‘so secre- 
tary of the Business Men's League, who 4 
wre endeavoring to advance the interests 
of Atlanta by inducing foreign capital to 
come here. We ourselves have brought 
into the city very considerable foreign 
capital.
